The present application does not meet the requirements of Article 33 PCT because the 
subject-matter of claims 1-6 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

V.1/ The subject-matter of claims 1 and 2 is not new over D1 , disclosing (cf. passages cited in the 
search report) a process wherein a powder mix of seasoning, starch and piasticizer (eg glucose) 
is applied to a hot, cooked foodstuff to form a hot melt coating. 

V.2/ The subject-matter of claim 1 is not new over D2, disclosing (cf. passages cited in the search 
report) a process wherein a powder mix of seasoning and gums is applied to a hot, cooked foodstuff 
to form a glossy coating. 

V.3/ The subject-matter of claims 1-3 is not new over D3, disclosing (cf. passages cited in the 
search report) a process wherein a powder mix of starch, fat, anhydrous dextrose and hydrated 
dextrose is applied to a hot, cooked foodstuff to form a coating. 

V.4/ The subject-matter of claim 1 is not new over D4, disclosing (cf. passages cited in the search 
report) a process wherein a cheese flavor powder (comprising cheese, starch, oil, whey and 
seasoning) is applied to a hot, cooked foodstuff to form a coating. 

V.5/ The subject-matter of claims 4-6 is not new over D5, disclosing (cf. abstract and figure) a 
sealable bag coated on its inner surface with a mixture of an adhesive agent, spicy granular material 
and/or heat-fusible substance like spicy gelatin. 

V.6/ The subject-matter of claim 4 and 5 is not new over D6, disclosing (cf . passages cited in the 
search report) a sealable container coated on its inner surface with a seasoning and glazing 
composition.
